Reaſon of that Law, at that Time; it is certainly 
evident, that in ours it muſt be very prejudicial 
to the Publick; for if all were equally mud, 
Deſtructiun muſt follow, and no wholſome or | 
moderate Councils take place, and the Diviſions 
run ſo high, that nothing but the Extirpation 
oſ one Side, cou d pleaſe the other; that ſo the fear 
of a Rival being taken away, the prevailing Part 
might commit what Exorbitancies they ney 
without any Curb, or Oppoſition; whereas when 
by the Trimmer the Balance is held fo even, 
that the Rogueries, or Miſmanagement of either 
is overpoiſed, and toſſes them up in the Air, the 
Rapine and Avarice, - as well .as Ambition of 
Power in either, cannot ruin the Nation, as we 
have lately found by Experience. 
It is true, that we have in few of our Reigns 
found the ill Adviſers puaiſhed, for abuſing the 
Princes Ear, or his Pouer; nay, we have ge- 
nerally ſeen the Prince himſelf animadverted, and 
the foul. Adviſers Rewarded; and exalted into 
Places of Power, and Truſt. To prevent the 
ſucceſſive, Suſferings of rhe Crown, there was an 
Act made, that no Courtiers ſhou'd fir in Par- 
liament after the Demiſe of ber Majeſty, 
and that every Counſellour ſhou d Sign the Ad- 
vice he gave to his Prince, that if it were a- 
gainſt the Law, and the good of the Subject, or cut 


of any ſiniſter Deſign, the Adviſer ſtiou'd receive his 
due Puniſhment, and the Crown be free Lp 


aud remove all Diſputes of Jure divine, and 
Reſiſtance, and the like ; ſince then the Crown 
cou d never be Reſiſted. as never deviating from 
the ſacred Coronation Oath, or breaking the fun- 
damental Laws and Conſtitution of the Kingdom. 
To this it has been urg'd, that no Counſel- 
lour wou d venture to give his Advice, ſince tho 
it might be well meant, it might not be Suceeſsſul; 
byt by this they you'd avoid the Force of the 
Queſtion, and the reaſon ofthe thing, without mak- 
ing any tolerable Pretence. Forꝰ tis not to be ſup- 
pos d, that any Counſellour wou'd be calld to Ac- 
count for any Advice, which by its dependance on 
Chance or Fortune may want a happy Event; 
but for ſuch which relate to the Laws and 
Liberties of the People, of which both Prince and 
Counſellour ought to conſult the Safety; for 
let the Event be ever ſo happy, of Advice that 
tends to the Invaſion of our Laws and Liberties, 
the Counſellour is the more Criminal, by being 
the more Succeſsful 1 oe 
As | for all Advice which relates to the Ma- 
nagement of Peace or War, by Sea or Land, 
that muſt be uncertain, and tho referr'd to the 
beſt Judges of the matter, may miſcarry. But 
this is all, that has been ever alledged for the 
abrogating that admirable Legacy to our 
Crown and Liberties, of King Widiam, by the

all in extreme Danger: And God only knows 
how ſoon they may be at an end.
